George W. Harvey, who has 
been writing for his magazine, 
the ‘‘North America Review’’ 
tells the story of a British officer 
of American birth and a graduate 
of Princeton, who frankly ad- 
mitted that he shot with his own 
hand twenty-four German pris- 
oners in whose guns dum dum 
bullets were found. Also after a 
battle this same Amesican-Brit- 
isher turned an eighteen-pounder 
loose on a German hospital corps 
gathering up the wounded be- 
cause, for four successive days 
the Germans had fired on the 
British hospital corps gathering 
up the English wounded. 

It is largely because of this 
policy of ‘‘frightfulness’’—part 
of the German system of effici- 
eney which is not effficient— 
that there is no thought of peace 
among the allies in responsible 
headquarters. It is because of 
the deadly hatred engendered by 
the German policy that all of her 
efforts to disrupt the hostile 
cgalition have failed. It is re- 
ported that more than once she 
has offered advantageous terms 
to France but the republic does 
not even discuss them but an- 
swers with a rain of shells. 

The German party at Petro- 
grad has used its uttermost per- 
suasions to draw Russia out of 
the war. Many members of that 
party have been hung for their 
pains, and Russia merely pours 
more men into the red hopper of 
England is actually arous- 
ed at last. Her new energy is 
due partially to the anger aroused 
ver the sinking of the Lusitania, 
partly over the raids on the coast 
by German warships and by Zep- 
pelins on London itself, while 
some hundreds of noncombatants 
have been slaughtered uselesaly. 
Those raids were intended to 
terrify England, but they only 
angered the British people. 

Defeat of Germany will not 
suffice these people. France, 
Russia and England want Ger- 
many overthrown, and either they 
will themselves be ruined in the 
contest, or they will deal Qer- 
many such blows that she will 
not be a menace to Europe for 
a century to come. Germany 
cannot, today, get peace at any 
price. She will have to pay in 
blood and tears and downfall, or 
she must vanquish her opponents

-washouts that-held trains impounded 
on various parts of the systems, 
WASHOUTS ON §8.

Washouts were reported on the 
Southern Pacific’s coast and valley 
lines to the north, and the lMmited 
train westbound from New Orleans 
was reported stalled by a washout 
near Banning, Cal. 

The entire beach territory, in- 
cluding Venice, Santa Monica, Playa 
‘Del Rey and the towns as far in- 
land as Sherman and Sawtelle were 
cut off from Los Angeles by great 
floods that filled the back country |. 
and made almost all transportation 
impossible, 


The worst flood in the history 
of Sherman stalled all traffic east 
and west of there, 


Pomono, Chino’ and San Bernar- 
dino all reported cloudbursts in the 
mountains, and flooded streets. 

One hundred feet of the Pacific 
Electric’s Riverside line was washed | 
out in Colton wash between River- 
side and San Bernardino. In this 
district orange growers ‘worked all 
night banking up their orchards to 
prevent trees from being washed out 
and carried away. . 

The Log Angeles river is reported 
rising rapidly, while the Arroyo 
Seco ran nearly to the floors of 
some of the bridges on the East} 
Side,
